THE NEW COVER PHOTO 


The cover shows a unique view of the Nozawa Asbestos 
Mine in Hokkaido, Japan. Chrysotile variety of asbestos is 
produced in this mine. 

It is the largest producer in Japan; in the 6 years 
from 1942 to 1947 inclusive, 13,529 metrie tons (14,913 
short tons) were mined. Most of this was of Grades No. 5 
to 7; only about 12 tons were suitable for spinning. 

The sheds shown in the picture were puzzling until it 
was explained to us that deep snows occur in this part of 
Japan in winter and it is necessary to have protecting sheds 
over the haulage tracks.

THE PREFABRICATED HOUSING INDUSTRY 


The prefabricating housing industry has up to the 
present been one of generally small establishments, high 
mortality and rapid turnover, says a report issued in No- 
vember by the Bureau of Employment Security, Washing- 
ton, D. C. Out of a list of 140 firms presumed to be active 
in prefabricating housing manufacture on January 1, 1949, 
a survey recently completed indicated that 24 had gone out 
of business or were unknown. Thirty-five others did not 
report at all. 

A total of 32 firms registered an employment gain of 
1,500 workers, (from 3,840 to 5,420). More than half the 
firms had employment increases.

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A CHALLENGE TO THE INSULATION INDUSTRY 


By J. M. High' 

Our Industry has advanced from the so-called ‘‘ Pipe 
Covering business’’ to the ‘‘Insulation Industry.”’’. 

The process industries are maintaining engineers 
specializing in insulation and, prior to the application of 
our products, scientifically calculate heat losses and tem- 
peratures both in the equipment and outside of the in- 
sulation. Actually our customers are dragging our in- 
dustry along with them; many within our Industry are 
not as skilled in making recommendations based on 
scientific calculations as is the customer. 

Modern designs for industrial steam plants, power 
houses, ship-building, ete., utilize higher temperatures 
than pre-war. It is usual today to find temperatures of 
900° F. in such plants and some projects now in the 
design stage will be using steam at 1200° F. altho some 
manufacturers have made new insulations to cope with 
such conditions, the Industry, our Industry, is not keep- 
ing up with these developments. (We are discussing an 
efficient insulating material, not simply a heat resistant 
product). There is also need for more economical ap- 
plication of insulation on these high temperature lines. 

In the field of residential heating the trend is toward 
air-conditioning, both for winter heat and summer com- 
fort. The ducts used to convey this conditioned air have 
so far been insulated with the best products our Industry 
has had available. Air conditioning engineers are not 
satisfied with them but have no alternative, since it ap- 
pears that our Industry, has exerted no major effort to 
produce a product that copes with all of the conditions 
encountered. Such a product should be fireproof, sound 
absorbent, an efficient insulation for a range of tempera- 
tures from 30° F. to 200° F., water resistant, and vapor- 
proof, sufficiently flexible to conform with the curves and 
shapes of ducts, stable under vibration, and reasonable 
in cost.

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ward radiant heating. This can have a great effect on the 
future of insulation, either detrimental or favorable, de- 
pending upon what steps our Industry takes to care for 
this fast expanding market. 

In the field of insulating. cements there is need to 
improve existing products or develop new ones. In no 
other line have there been such inferior products de- 
veloped. Much of the equipment in the process industries 
requires a cement and customers seeing mechanics mix 
the so-called ‘‘mud’’ must think we are an antiquated 
industry—and we are. What progress has been made in 
this line since we first started? The volume of business 
obtained in Mineral Wool Cement (recognized as an ef- 
ficient insulation) proves what this field holds for us. 
Even this product cannot be claimed a modern insulation 
—it doesn’t even present a satisfactory exterior surface 
without finishing with some other cement, not much bet- 
ter in appearance. 

The development in plastics with surfaces that are 
smooth, hard and pleasing in appearance and color 
should help us wake up to the need of an improved 
product. 

A general improvement in quality is needed. When 
thirty or forty important men representing major in- 
dustries such as DuPont, Standard Oil, Carbide and 
Carbon Chemical Company, Kellogg, the Electrical Il- 
luminating Institute, and others of like calibre, take 
their time twice a year to attend meetings (lasting three 
or four days) of the American Society for Testing 
Materials, simply to assist in establishing standards for 
better and improved physical characteristics of our 
products, it means that they want better and newer 
materials. It is time we recognized this need and modern- 
ize the Insulation Industry to keep pace with other in- 
dustrial developments that surround us. 


Furthermore, in the field of cold insulations we have 
been quite lax. Our Industry has been informed that 
cork does not provide all of the requirements engineers 
would like to inelude in their specifications. Other pro- 
ducts have been developed that may overcome some of

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the properties cork lack but in so doing present other 
disadvantages. Here again the trend is toward lower and 
lower temperatures, which present problems not hereto- 
fore considered important. 

Can we not think beyond such basie materials as 
Asbestos, Magnesia, Cork, Mineral Wool and the few 
other materials from which insulations are now made? 
Do our manufacturers feel that their investments in 
mines, plants aud equipment are s@ great they are fear- 
ful to consider other types of basic materials, either 
natural or synthetic, that might provide our customers 
with better and more modern insulations. 

Out of the war came new products in many in- 
dustries which are profitable to the manufacturers and 
contribute to an improvement in our standard of living. 
Our insulation industry hasn’t moved except for possibly 
one new product, calcium silicate insulations. 

We are under obligation to move forward at the 
pace set by the users of our products. The Portland 
Cement Industry once found itself in a similar position. 
They solved their problem by the formation of an in- 
stitute primarily to develop uses, improvements and ad- 
vantages for their product. Their suecess has been phe- 
nominal, as anyone will agree. They have contributed 
conveniences, improved our standard of living, built 
themselves into larger organizations and increased their 
profits. Possibly the Insulation Industry may benefit 
from the story of their success and so stay abreast of the 
trend toward newer and better products required inthis 
atomic age.

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THE THERMAL INSULATION SOCIETY 


Its Purpose 


By Ray Thomas' 

Many organizations exist for the benefit of those 
interested primarily in the technical phases of thermal 
insulation. Such organizations have not provided for 
extension into the proving ground, which is so vitally 
necessary for proper development and improvement. I 
refer to the practical application and maintenance of 
these materials. Altho the technical societies are a vital 
necessity, the requirements for membership quite often 
arrest any desire on the part of the field man for 
association. 

The writer has for many years been keenly aware of 
the lack of a line of communication with the vast army 
of field workers. This has not only been true between 
societies, manufacturers, laboratories and the field, but 
has also been true within larger user organizations. 
Large corporations particularly, too often dismiss the 
thermal insulation problem too lightly and fail to provide 
proper intercourse for the dissemination and exchange of 
information within their organizations. The efforts of 
those charged with the responsibility of thermal insula- 
tion requirements are too frequently strangled because 
management is satisfied with the use of fair specifications 
and fair operating returns. 

It was with the foregoing thoughts in mind that the 
writer has for several years endeavored to find a suitable 
outlet wherein the troubles of all could be brought to- 
gether, congealed into a solid mass and parecelled out to 
all interested parties for their information and guidance. 
After due thought and consultation, it was decided to 
start an organization in the Kanawha Valley (West 
Virginia) composed of design engineers, plant engineers 
and those responsible for field application, particularly 
insulation foremen, pushers and inspectors. It was de- 
sired that purchasing agents, sales engineers, and dis- 
tributors of thermal insulation materials be included. It 
iPresident of The Thermal Insulation Society. 
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also seemed desirable that supplementary material men 
such as weatherproofing, strapping and other miscel- 
laneous suppliers be given a place in the organization. 
Thus the Thermal Insulation Society was born. 

To provide a broad perspective for the membership, 
great stress is placed on the type of meeting and pro- 
grams used. Business, altho necessary, is confined to a 
minimum. Programs are confined to materials and prob- 
lems relating to the need and use of thermal insulation 
materials as they apply to heat transfer and its conserva- 
tion. Various manufacturers are invited to talk on their 
products and if possible, support such talks with films 
and slides. These presentations are interspersed with oe- 
easional talks by consumer representatives both from 
office and field. 

Since the announcement of the organization of the 
Thermal Insulation Society appearing in the November 
issue of ‘‘ASBESTOS’’, several requests have been received 
relative to the formation of other chapters. We hope to 
be in a position to honor these requests early this year. 
Following the acquisition of three or more chapters, 
minutes of the discussion and decisions will be circulated 
to all chapters to enable the Society to form a concensus 
of opinion for the benefit of materials presented for that 
purpose. 


Editor’s Note: Questions of a general nature will be

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STATUS OF LABOR NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH CANADIAN MINERS 


It is possible that some of our readers are wondering 
just what the present status of negotiations with 
Canadian Miners is. We shall give it in brief. 

All the Mine workers are back at work and have 
been for several months but negotiations are still going 
on, particularly as to contract for 1950. 

Following lengthy arbitration proceedings, a majori- 
ty award was issued by the Arbitration Board on Decem- 
ber 10th awarding an increase of 10e per hour to all 
employees; two additional paid holidays; and certain 
other minor adjustments including a third week of paid 
vacation to employees with 25 years of service. 

With the exception of the third week of paid vaca- 
tion, these conditions were already in effect with certain 
companies in the industry and had, in fact been offered 
by the companies, whose employees were on strike, at a 
comparatively early date during the strike. 

While the award stipulated that the increases should 
be retroactive to the first of January 1949, it also speci- 
fied that a contract should be entered into for the year 
1950 on the same conditions without change. 

That was the way it stood on December 30th, but the 
latest report, dated January 4th is that the companies* 
have finally come to complete agreement on the pro- 
visions for the 1950 contract. The only major change 
from the contract for 1949 is that in 1950 the companies 
will pay a cost-of-living bonus to their employees. The 
Canadian asbestos mining companies are therefore look- 
ing forward to stable relations with their workers for at 
least the next year.

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THE ASBESTOS DEPOSIT IN EGYPT 


Our October issue (page 12) asked for more informa- 
tion about a deposit of asbestos in Wadi Hafafit in the 
Baramia district of the Upper Egyptian watershed, and 
about an asbestos mine owned by the Egyptian Asbestos 
Company. 

It develops that these are one and the same, but the 
Egyptian Asbestos Co. sold out on May Ist, 1947 to the 
Upper Egypt Mining Co. S. A. E., 37 Kasr el Nil St., 
Cairo, which company has been working the deposit 
since that time. They tell us it is the only deposit in 
Egypt being worked at present. 

Production since 1947 has been 


1947 940 tons 
1948 1,625 tons 
1949 117 tons (10 months only) 


Output from the Hafafit mine was restricted in 1949 
by transport difficulties, but these have now been largely 
overcome and production is now limited by available 
milling facilities. 

The asbestos is of the anthophyllite variety and is 
said to have a high fusion point and is highly resistant 
to acid. 

The fibre is being used for-.refractory bricks, low 
pressure asbestos-cement pipes, filter products, bitumi- 
nous and tar compositions and emulsions, including use 
in asphalt tile, asbestos cement insulation. 


SOUTH AFRICAN ASBESTOS NOTES ' 


We understand that old, established asbestos mines in 
South Africa may call on the South African Bureau of 
Standards to establish certain standards for asbestos, par- 
ticularly of the amosite variety. It appears that certain 
British firms demand amosite asbestos be guaranteed to 
contain less than 4% grit and 4% dust. This follows the 
‘‘asbestos boom’’ around Pietersburg—thousands of claims 
have been pegged during the past year and prospectors are 
continuing to apply for licenses. Under such conditicns it

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is not surprising that quality is more or less forgotten in 
the rush for quantity. 

In Natal there is also an ‘‘asbestos rush’’; long aban- 
doned mines are being worked and much activity has been 
going on, especially in the Kranskop area. 

The Stoltzburg Asbestos (Chrysotile) Holdings, Ltd., 
claims an arrangement has been made with Hume Indus- 
tries (Far East) Ltd., the latter contemplating the estab- 
lishment of an asbestos-cement factory. 


EMERGENCY REPAIR 


A Service Tale. 





From The Power Specialist, a J-M House Organ, is 
gleaned this story of.an emergency and how asbestos met 
the need quickly. 

This is a tale of two cities, Barrington and Warren, 
Rhode Island. They are located opposite each other, a small 
river running between them. 

The twin cities are served by the same water company, 
the water coming first to Warren, and then passes under 
the river to Barrington. But last June (it was fairly warm 
in June even in Rhode Island) the large water main under 
the river broke and left Barrington without water, altho 
Warren had plenty. And it might take weeks to repair the 
break. 

But asbestos pipe’ was available, and using various 
repair tactics learned during the war, an emergency line 
about 1146 feet long was laid above ground and across a 
railroad trestle, in two days. 

The main line was repaired in due time and then the 
emergency one was just as quickly dismantled, but it saved 
a lot of people a lot of trouble.

GENERAL CONDITIONS. 





The best summary of opinion on general business con- 
ditions seems to be as expressed by Emerson T. Schmidt, 
Economie Research Director of the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merece in ‘Business Action’’. He says: ‘‘Nineteen hun- 
dred fifty should be a good year, not quite as good as 1949 
and almost certainly not equal to the levels set in 1948.’’ 

The outlook in business circles is puzzling: Will there 
be any strikes in 1950? There undoubtedly will. Will 
prices be lower? Very little and only in spots. Not much 
change in taxes altho everybody is hoping. How about de- 
mand? Will probably continue high for all sorts of goods. 
It’s not going to be an easy year, by any means. If we 
want to make any progress it will take hard work. 





ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 


The demand for Asbestos in all grades remains rela- 
tively uniform. There was some ease off toward the end 
of the year because of the desire to reduce or hold down in- 
ventories. It is expected that demand for January should 
be very closely in line with the last two or three months 
of 1949. Pressure for fibre for export continues strong 
from practically all quarters. 

Another comment says ‘‘Demand is much higher than 
production, in all grades’’. Labor contracts have been 
agreed upon—see page 23. 

ASBESTOS — MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Asbestos Textiles. One of our correspondents says 
‘*Demand for cloth and tapes is fairly firm; yarn business 
is off.”’ 

And another: ‘‘Requests for prompt shipments of 
pure cloths continue high, while other grades of cloth keep 
a steady pace. Tape and Lap inquiries have fallen off 
slightly from last months; Yarn and Roving still lag be- 
hind.’’ 

The buying trend is upward and for the first time 
in several months it is noticed that large consumers are at- 
tempting to cover themselves for quarterly requirements.

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Asbestos Brake Lining. The market is fairly steady in 
replacement parts—off about 9% for the year; it’s well 
ahead in equipment material because of high production 
of new ears. Inventories are very low in replacement ma- 
terial so that the demand will show substantial increase. 
These remarks are qualified: ‘‘if no serious steel, coal or 
transportation strikes in 1950.’’ 

Asbestos Paper. Rehandlers and equipment manufact- 
urers continue to purchase principally for their immediate 
needs. This will continue thru the year. Anticipate little 
change in volume. 

Saturated Paper. Demand is low because of winter 
conditions but when spring comes there should be an in- 
creasing demand as much re-roofing work has been post- 
poned for a long time and will have to be done this year. 

Asbestos Millboard. Volume in this market, like that 
in the Paper market, should be about the same as 1949, 
perhaps slightly higher. 

Insulation. High Pressure. As considerable contract 
work is planned for this year, particularly new industrial 
construction in petroleum and chemical plants, demand 
should hold at fairly high levels, altho current demand is 
considerably below what it was a year ago, when there was 
a large backlog of orders. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. Jobbers are carrying more 
stocks believing that prices will remain stable. ‘‘Demand 
in 1950,’’ says one comment ‘‘should equal 1949”’. 

Asbestos-Cement Products. There is a_ continuing 
strong demand for shingles and siding, with increased re- 
quirements expected in the spring. 

Corrugated and flat materials are also showing high 
volume and manufacturers are selling all they ean produce. 

Orders for most asbestos-cement materials will con- 
tinue high during the year, especially in the first six 
months.

It is made in six 
colors—red, blue, green, yellow, tan and peach, in tones 
to harmonize with each other and with floor coverings 
and decorating fabrics. Sinee the finish is fused into 
the base sheet (fireproof sheet made of asbestos and 
cement that is strong and tough yet can be curved) thru 
the use of heat and pressure, there is practically no pos- 
sibility of peeling or blistering.
